The Hartford School, however, en- 
joys the greater glory of being the 
•'Mother of American Institutions," 
and her children are trying to emulate 
her usefulness in behalf of the Jifllictod 
class, though separated so widely 
from her venerable shade. 

The State of Massachusetts sup 
ports two schools, conducted upon a 
special method of instruction within 
its own borders, though the time is 
not far distant when the noble 
commonwealth, ever foremost in 
cause of humanity, will give its 
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Ko«*ulh'n Romuntic Story. 

The Vienna (Icrmnn Zeilitngot \\\- 
gust 7th publishes a letter from Kos- 
suth, adilre.Hsed to Dr. ('otnoa, about 
his Ijrilliant defense of the .lews in the 
Tiszla KsyJiir afTiiii'. After congiiilu- 
lating the advocate, (ho old Dictator 
relates an incident that happened 
some thirty years ago in the Nt'iil.raor-

Lakiks and Gentlemen : — It is with 
groat plesaiiro that I address you to- 
day in convention assembled upon a 
subject which most of you are famil- 
iar, either from personal knowledge or 
hearsay. There can bo no more m 
lorosling subject for your attention 
and consideration than your education 
and that of others nftlictod like your- 
selves, and I also know there is no 
other subject in which you take greater 
interest than this. 

Tlie school house is the stepping 
stono to tho church, for, without 
schools, there can ntver bo any 
churches for the uneducated deaf 
mules. Build the school bouse first, 
and then you may expected to build the 
church next. 

Tho condition of an uneducated 
deaf-mute is pitiable, indeed. For all 
purpose of life, ho might as well bo 
one of the beasts of the field, and 
some of you are aware from observa- 
tion that many of the uneducated 
class are treated no better than a 
horse or an ox by their parents or 
guardians, in whom tho least feeling 
of liumanily has been rendered callous 
or indifferent by tlio wretched ignor- 
ance of those unfortunat«8. 

An uneducated deaf-mute is alw.ays 
a burden upon bis friends or the 
public. He is like a huge machine, 
wonderfully an<l fearfully made, but 
without motive power to go into 
operation; furnish bim the motive 
power of intelligence and be will ren- 
der himself a useful citizen, support- 
ing himself by the sweat of his brow. 
It is the truest and noblest kind of 
economy in a large State to provide 
one and all of those hapless uneducat- 
ed beings with education, whenever it 
can be properly done. It is, as tho 
late Oiirliold said, an "enlightened 
soltishness," for the cost of a burden 
which would cost much more to 
maintain or gaard for a life time. 

Hesides it is tho wisest i)olicy of a 
State to build up it citizens of all 
classos into respected, law abiding 
members of society, to draw from 
tbose useless, dangerous elements, 
into what will bo a pride and credit of 
tho State. 

The greatest obstacle to the educa- 
tion of our class lies in the want of 
school-houses. 

Tho poor doaf mutt! school master is 
not as much abroad in tlie land of 
schools and colleges as ho ought to be. 
There is a school-house for every one, 
a Homo and an Asylum for all unfor- 
tunate members of society, within a 
stone throw of their birth jilace, but 
for tho uneducated deaf-mules, there 
is no jilaco nearer than one or 
two hundred miles away, and his 
grieved father or mollior has no ivltor- 
nativo but to pack bis trunk, and 
send him away to n place they had 
never seen in all their lives, and which 
thoy could not visit if ihoy wisheil, on 
account of their lacks of means. 

Who can wonder then that in too 
many cases the parents prefer to koep 
thoir unforlunuto offspring at lionie 
under thoir own care, fearful of send 
ing them out tif reach T 

Tliero are fifty live institutions or 
schools for doaf mutes in the United 
States, some states possessing two or 
tlireo in thoir own borders, and tho 
cry still goes up for more schools. 
Schools as near home as ))ossiblo are 
what are needed, ami tho doaf are en- 
titled to as much of the Slate's nionoy 
for an education as hearing children. 

There is no valid reason why they 
could not be educated as well as their 
fortunate brothers and sisters, out of 
tho common school fund. 

In all New Knglaiid there is but ono 
school for all tho deaf, and that is at 
Hartford, (!onn. Tho ono at North- 
ampton, Mass., is for only a special 
pal t of our class, not being adapted 
for tho whole class. 

At ono timo it was thought that the 
Hartford Inslilutiou would bo suffl-

partial favor to another school, con 
ducted upon the universal method — 
viz , tho combined method. 

The school for deaf-mutes at Bo 
verly, Mass., of which I have tho lion 
or to be Superintendent, has been in 
existence more than four years, doing 
a vast deal of good to the uneducated 
class in its own way. 

About thirty pupils bave had the 
benefit of an education within its 
walls since its opening, and as soon 
as the state aid is extended to it, 
which will happtn in the course of 
timo, now buildings will arise, new 
teachers will be appointed, and lastly, 
but not leaslly, shops for tho thorough 
mastery of trades will be erected, so 
that the educaticm of tho deaf-mute 
may not bo said to l)e half contem- 
plated, as it would bo if bis mind is 
taught and his hands neglected. To 
turn a deaf mule, educated but with 
out any knowledge of a trade, to shift 
for himself out in the world, is not 
only a shameful waste of the golden 
opportunities, whit-h might have been 
taken advantage of at school, but also 
cruel and impolitic. Give him the 
means of supporting himself, and put 
him in the way of honesty and inde- 
pendenco. 

It is tho purpose of our school to 
fit tho pupils thoroughly for duties of 
life, to impart both a mental educa- 
tion of tho best kind and induKlriiil 
training, which will on.able them to 
support thomselvos after graduatitig. 
Among the useful trades that will be 
taught will be carpentry, shoeraak 
ing, printing, and such other trades 
as the means of the school will 



graduate of tho National Deaf Mute 
College at Washington, D. C, and has 
achieved success .-is a teacher. 

We will employ none but the best 
teachers, and for the pupose of 
qu.'ilifying herself completely for her 
task, our teacher of .i:.v''"'li'*ion took 
lessons regularly in lioston, under 
I'rof. Boll's (of Telei)liore fame) System 
of visible speech. For all purposes 
of eduealing and Irainilig jiupils, Iho 
School at Beverly is thoroughly equip- 
ped and qualified, exce]itin the leiieli- 
ing of trades ; but we expect before long 
to open the shop, and then the School 
willompare favorably with any other 
that can be found elsewhere 

The school is situiited in the heart 
of New Kiigland, as a glance at the 
map will show, henco I the name of 
New F,ngland School. " It is situated 
within easy access of Maine and Now 
Hampshiro. Parents living in either 
Shili! cm easily and cheaply send 
their children to Beverly, or visit them 
at siiijill expen.->e. Any one of you ac 
quainted wiih tho early history -of 
Kliiiiie, will be able to recollect that 
Maine was a |i:irt, v>f ?.iIa^snchuHett», 
and still would have remained so had 
it not been for various circumstances. 
Well, then, what is more natural than 
that Maine should send her deiif mute 
children to Massitchusetls to be edu- 
cate" 1.

Tho most important trade to you 
and the people of an Agriculfural 
State like Maine, is farming. I know 
this well, having been bred and rais- 
ed upon a farm in Henniker, N. II . 
and from experience I can say that 
deaf inutos make as good farmers as 
any one else. 

Now at Beverly we have a farm of 
fifty seven acres belonging to the 
School, though in time wo hope to 
acquire more, and we are qualified to 
to.ach farming and gardening tho- 
roughly. Such pupils as desire it, wo 
teach even now. 

'I'ho method of instruction pursued 
at our school is. as you all are aware, 
tho Combinod System, in which the 
best results of sign or manual and ar- 
ticulation or lip reading systems are 
combined in Imppy proportions, for 
tho manual system is opimciblo to all 
of tho class, while, as you know, tho 
articulation syatom can succeed only 
with a fortunate few. The groatosl 
good to tho greatest number, is tho 
motto of the Contlnnnl Si/slciii, or, as 
it may properly be termed, nnivcrsal 
mrthod, and thai is likewise tho molto 
of our school. 

Forty eight insUtntions in the Unit- 
ed States use tho sign or manual sys- 
tem in a inoro or less condensed form. 
Tho majority of the instructors, and, 
I moy safely assert, tho majority of 
the deaf-mutcs lliomsolvoB, consider 
the Combined System tho best and llio 
mo.st adapted to tho wants of tho 
closs. Besides, if the question of ox 
penso is to be considered, tho Combin- 
ed system will certainly appeal more 
strongly than any other to the oalou 
lating eye of a Legislature or a tax- 
paver. 

Whereas one teacher to twenty pu- 
pils is sufficient under the combined 
system, two toachers are retpiired un- 
der tho Articulation Syslom, or ten 
puj)ils to one teacher, an<l the rosults 
are far Uom satisfacfory, even with 
BO small a number of pupils. 

Wo toach articulation and lip-read 
ing to such of our pupils as show an 
aptitude for oral speech, or are cajia 
ble of making progress in tho art of 
speaking. To ihoso pupils wo consid 
er it a boon to preserve tho ;irt of 
Bpoocb, and we gladly furnish tho in-

A llRRinKNT OF CUNNINOHAM. 

This (^i>istle by chanco fell into tlio 
hands of the «cribos. iind willi a view 
of ascertaining the facts in the case, a 
reporter visited iIk* locility yesterday 
afternoon and had several confabs 
with the iieigliborH of the mutes, in 
regard to tlio lallor's alleged cruelty 
to their little ones. 

The majority exprotsod themselves 
as confident that the mutes never 
abused their chililren to any oxirenio. 
They were jiorhaps a little strict, move 
strict than the mnjority of parents, 
but not unroasonal)ly abusive\ for the 
children woro exeeoilingly precocious 
and oft deserving of punishmenl. 
One neighbor montioned a remark 
made by her little boy upon coming 
home the other day- The little fellow 
had said. " Mamma, thai; woman over 
there," designating the house occu- 
pied liy the mutes, "cries so awfully 
funny." The woman had told her 
little boy that ho must bo mistaken, 
it was not the matber who w.is crying. 
•■ Yes," ho was certain it was tho 
mother; he "saw her pitting by the 
window crying." 

The house occupied by these people 
is situated quite remote from the 
other residences in the neighborhood, 
with the exception of one occupied Viy 
a family who have but lately moved 
there, so that the chances are quite 
slim for the neighbjrs discovering ill 
usage received by the children, oven 
had it occurred upstairs, saying no- 
thing about the cellar portion of the 
note. 

After visiting a number of the 
neighbors, and getting their opinion, 
the scril)e came to the conclusion that 
llie deaf and dumb couple were (>itlier 
the victims of a libel, or they are ex 
ceedingly cunning in administering 
punishment to thoir children. A visit 
was jiaid to thoir residence, No. 703 
Cuiiuingham street, and the inmates 
of the house interviewed. Thoro were 
two ladies, both mutes, and three 
children, at home. Tho children were 
unusually bright and attractive look- 
ing, phiinp and pretty as could be; a 
boy and girl with laigi\ brown eyes, 
the ono seven and the other ])robably 
five years of age, and a little infant lay 
bundled up on the sofa. The interior 
of the house was furnished with every 
convenienco and comfort thai could bo 
wished for, and the children appeared 
well kept and cared for. 

By writing ihi' rtiportor plied tho 
woman with tpiestions, receiving most 
emphatic ilenia- ' «p>a ibc slate, and 
accompanied by oxpvossive gestures. 
Tho lord of the household made his 
appearance, and be also denied show- 
ing more than ordinary severity to bisj 
childien, when they needed correcting

The Virginia Institntion for the 
Deaf and Dumb and Blind ha« be- 
come a sort of Hhuttle cock that ih 
tossed fir«t into the hands of one poli- 
tical party and next into the hands of 
another. Jnst previous to the elec- 
tion in Virginia the mutterings of dis- 
Unt thunder were in the air, and the 
first crash has lifted tlio steward from 
bia chair and launched him out into 
the cold. But Mr. Davis does not 
take his ejection in a very quiet or 
philosophical way, and is informing 
the public, through the pre.ts, of some 
of the inside workings of the Institu- 
tion. He charges that the money ap 
propriated for tbe education of tbe 
deaf-mutes and the blind, has been 
Bqaandere<l in whiskey and cigars 
which were furnished the Board of 
Visitors. Besides this, he asserts (and 
gives figures) that some of those who 
ha^l control of the Institution have 
been furnishing supplies at a price far 
above what would have been charged 
by other parties. The Staunton Vin- 
dicator contains some very ugly state- 
ments of extraordinary expenditures, 
one of which is that nearly four hun- 
dred tons of coal was bought from a 
member of the Board of Visitors at 
$470 per Ion, when a bid had been 
made to furnish llie coal for 93.25 per 
ton. The blame is said to rest with 
the Principal of the Institution, who 
connived at the above unscrupulous 
meth'xls of plundering the charity of 
the State. All the above is Mr. Djvis' 
version of the matter, as it appears in 
three and a half oolum-js of the Vin- 
dicator. We have not seen the other 
side, so can not form an opinion as to 
Ihe real state of aff-iirs. One thing, 
however, is sure ; the politicians and 
their allies are securing the benefits of 
money that hts been approjiriated for 
the education of the deaf and dumb 
and blind cliildren of the Stale, and 
the sooner the virtuons public rises np 
and wipes out the disgrace npon the 
Sute, the l>etter will it be for them 
and for the unfortunate children who 
are being robbed to satisfy the raven- 
ous app'-*'*' •' ''' " ii'.iric fif ricHv poli- 
ticians.

All Apron and Neck-lie Festival of 
the Ladies I'astonil Aid Society, a 
branch of tiic Eplipluitiia Guild, came 
off in tlie I'lirish liiiilding of St. Ste- 
phen's P. E. Cliurch, Tcntii Street, 
above Chestnut, on Thanksgiving 
evening. 

From the fact that the pi'ocoeds 
were to go to the building fund of 
our long ciicrislied Chiirch, whicii ail 
deemed a worthy olijcct, it was very 
largely attended.

During Evacuation and Thanks- 
giving days there hiivo been attractions 
ill the shop windows, as at Uogers, 
i'let & Co.'s, of Wasbingtoii's march 
on Evacuation day of a century ago. 
At Blooiningdalo's is a landscape ro- 
liro.senling the JJattory, with a Ihig- 
stutr and ono of Washington's men 
putting tho Atnorioau flag on it. On 
Olio side was IJiiclo Sam on his horse 
with a smile and a wink, while on the 
other side was what represented John 
Hull, holding tho British Lion by a 
ciiaiu around its neck. Gupt. Bull, 
of course, soonied awo-struok. Jioyond 
tho Battery wore tho British 8hii)s 
evacuating. Both of these were a 
beautiful sight for Evacuation day. 
But at Maey's was a still bettor one 
which made ono feel as if ho wore in 
a fairy land. Wax figures of little 
boys and girls sat on bonchos like 
those in a circus, while marched 
around in the ring elephants, camels 
and other aniinnls such as are seen in 
a circus.

Along our sU'eets to-day." 

If the above lines were slightly 
altered they would be exactly ap- 
propriate to Evacuation Day. Pope's 
poetic sketch of a Roman Carnival 
parade (of which the above lines are a 
quotation) puts us in mind of Evc.aua- 
lion day. 

A seething mass of humanity five 
and a half miles long, stood in the 
drenching rain live hours to see 'the 
troops go by. There were dude re 
giments, Colored regiments, Irish re- 
giments, German regiments, and regi 
ments from New Jersey, Pennsylv.v 
nia, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, etc. 

As in all suoh parades, numerous 
fancy incidents occurred along the 
route. The two annexed ones .are 
clipped from a morning paper, and 
there a great many just as fancy, but 
those will do. 

" The Seventh regiment formed for the Eva- 
cuation Day parage in close column of compa- 
nies on 5l8t St , right resting on Fifth Avenue. 
TluKihrought the right companies alongside of 
William It. Vanderhilt's house. 'Iho abMoiicii of 
any Hag or decoration on the houso was con- 
spicuous. A hurried whis)K»r ran through tho 
ranks as Mr. Vanilcrliilt made his apiH>arance at 
tho window. Then nearly .100 men of the third, 
second, and Boventh companies hroke out in a 
stentorian sins-song tone which could be hoard 
two or three blocks away : 

" One, two, throe. Vandorbilt — where— is — 
your— flag ?" Mr. VanJerbilt's face exptessod 
consideraole astonishmont and he left the win- 
dow abruptlv." 

» ■ • • * * 

" While liroadwoy was dannned with troojis, 
tlio Third Connecticut llegimoiit was halted near 
the I'roscott House. Its plumes were bedragged 
and its uniforms were sodden with rain, liut its 
spirits were as bright as day. A member of 
tlie Danielsvillo company saw a gentleman in a 
window looking at his watoli, and asked him the 
time. " .\ <martor of 1," was the reply. 

" T-h-a-u-li-s !" res|Mjnitod the whole company, 
as ono man. in a thundering tone. 

" The volume of ix)iirtesy ho discouoertcil the 
mail that he dropped hia watch. It swung from 
his vest like a iwndulum. Tho crowd roared 
with delight. A moment afterward 1 he Coiinec- 
tieut bojrs shouldered arms and marched away to 
the strauis of tlie " lioad to I5oston." 

Tho Zouaves (Hawkin's and Dur- 
yee's), or what remained of them, 
were applauded to the echo. Those 
of (hem (hat retained their old war 
uniforms seemed (o feel big, and it 
brought back to mind how and why 
they wore such fantastic costumes. A 
short sketch of these " blood hounds 
of war " will not be out of the way. 

At the opening of the war, there 
was in New York City, thousands of 
corner-loafers, dead-beats, bums, etc. 
These did not go with the regular 
companies. In due time, the news of 
the defeat of some of our crack regi 
ments at Bull Run, reached this city. 
.'V.t this intelligence, tho above mention- 
ed crowd arose in splendor (an<l 
oaths) and swore that it should not be. 
They formed the Zouaves and march- 
boldly to the front. Any readers of 
the papers during war times can re- 
collect the thrilling account of these 
dare devils, who with bloodcurdling 
yells and eyes ablaze, rushed to the 
cannon's mouth with the terrible words 
"Victory or H— " The battle fligs 
carried by them on Evacuation day 
were sifont but eloquent witnesses to 
tho terrible charges of these "crimson 
archaniiels," as they are also called. 

Harry Howard, the hero of (he old 
fire department, was •.applauded again 
and again. Brave deeds are not soon 
forgotten. The terrific leap of this 
gallant " tire hi<ldie " from a fourth 
story window with a mother and child 
in his arms, when he found rescue by 
others means impossible, is still green 
in tho memory of the thousands who 
liutd the sidewalks. And as the hero 
went limping past — the result of the 
leap — a wave of thundering applause- 
ing preceded him. The picture seen 
on all shields of (luj firemen of this city 
of a fireman with a mother and child 
in his arms, standing on the brink of 
a window sill with a ma.ss of llames 
behind is taken from life — it is Harry 
Howard. 

But enough of tliis, deaf-mute news 
demands attention.

He showed the 
difference between the finger lan- 
guage and the language signs, 
and explained that tho latter 
was used to convey ideas to the 
mind, irrespective of words. His 
sermon was listened to with an atten- 
tion that, clearly showed the deep 
interest which it engendered. 

Bishop Potter then spoke a 
few words concerning the beau- 
ty and universal adap(ability of 
the language of signs, and related 
how, many years .ago, he had first en- 
tered St. Ann's Church for De.if-

It. is with feelings of the deepest 
sorrow, that we attempt Uiis week to 
pen for the Jolknal a brief account 
of a beloved teacher, who was called 
lo her rest November 15th, 1883. 
Mary K. Zeigler, the subject 'of our 
memoir, Wiis born February 7th, IHiy'Z, 
at Carlisle, I'u. As she advanced in 
years, her opening mind gave evidence 
of more than usual mental ability, 
and her parents determined to give 
her such advantages as her talents de- 
served. She was, accordingly, sent to 
school at Millerville, in this State, 
where she took a high position among 
her classmates as a scholar. Aftei 
graduating she resided with her 
parents until the panic of 1873, wlum 
her father meeting with severe reverses, 
she determined to seek her own live- 
lihood, and accordingly sought and 
obtained a situation us a teacher in 
this Institution, and soon evinced rc- 
inarkai,)le aptitude in the work of 
instructing deaf-mutes. She taught 
three classes of girls — two of whom are 
still in this Institution and rank as 
fimt and xerond classes. No better 
evidence of her ability as a teacher 
is needed than this. Her devotion to 
to her pupils was untiring, and the 
litvle Misses who were so fortunate as 
to belong to her classes, were warmly 
attached to their teacher, whom they 
loved as a mother. 

The long and ])aiiifiil illnes.s and 
death in June last of her mother, to 
whom she was very much devoted, was 
a severe shock to Miss Zeigler's natur- 
ally delicate constitution. Shu hud 
been in delicate health for some time, 
as she thought, with Malaria, but a 
more terrible enemy was undermining 
her constitution, and as time progrots- 
ed it became manifest to her friends 
that she was suffering from that ter- 
rible disease, Consumplioii. Miss 
Zeigler, however, was not aware of the 
nature of her malady, and still thought 
to regain her health, and at the 0{>en- 
ing of school in Septeinljer returned 
to the Institution, exjicctiug to be able 
discharge her duties. liut meeting 
with no i)ermanent change for the 
Ix'tter, she becstne convinced that it 
was Tain for her to remain longer, and 
accordingly returned home, lioj)ing 
there to regain her health. J{nt Ood 
willed it otherwise, and when on the 
morning of the l.Oth of November it 
was announced to us that our beloved 
teacher had closed hcreycs in death, we 
could not but feel that it was well 
with lier. Miss Z. was a sincere 
Christian and a member of the Luther- 
an Cliurch, which she regularly at- 
tended when her health would 
permit. Her loss to the Institution 
IS great, and it will be difficult to find 
another teacher to fill the place of this 
invaluable instructor.

As every American knows who has 
visited London, the iindergioiind rail- 
way system is one of the most extia- 
orJinary systems of locomotion in the 
world. Subterranean London is liier- 
ally honeycoi;'}«oil by fc.iiiiiicis braiicii- 
ing off in all airections, ho that, while 
wagons and hansoms riimtilo overhead, 
iuniimcrablo trains shriek and groan 
as they threail their way in darkness 
beneath the busy thoroughfares. 
When it was ])ropo.scd to construct 
this underground railway system, 
much opposition was made to the 
scheme. It was believed that the 
thundering of the trains would shake 
down the houses above, and that (o 
enter the long tunnel would bo certain 
leatli to any person vciitiiresomo 
enough to-attempt it. When the op- 
position was overcome, after a long 
struggle between the promoters ami 
the citizens, and the first poitioii of 
the system was completed, it was soon 
discovered that, instead of the under- 
ground railways being a public danger, 
they were in reality a great j)uhlic 
benefit. 'l'h*y t'**^'* '"' enormous 
amountof traro^off the alrcaily crowd- 
ed public tliopoiighfarcs, and ]ii'ovidcd 
a speedy means of communication 
with the most distant jiarts of the 
metropolis such as was impossible 
under the old-fashioned modes of tra- 
versing the streets of London. Indeed 
it is owing to the undergronnd rail- 
way system that the fiiiglish metro- 
polis now |)08sog8C8 means of ra|)iii 
communication such as is j>osscs8ed by 
no other hirfjo city in the world. The 
system consists of two rings of subter- 
raneaii tunneling — an inner and an 
outer. The outer ring was long ago 
cotnplcted. Within the ne.xt six 
months the inner circle will bo com 
pletcd, at a cost of something like 
#15,000,0f>0 a mile. Underground 
London will then be ramified by a 
complete reticulation of tunnels, and 
it will be possible to roach any part of 
the gigantic metropolis and its numer- 
ous suburbs in less than an hour.
